the grave comniunity prolj- 
lems of juvenile crime and 
dclinqiuency. Our common 
purpo.se is frustrated by sen¬ 
sational, irresponsible and 
inaccurate .statements, which 
.serve to undorniine the rule 
of law.” 

Captain Steven Downing, 
commander of the South¬ 
west Division of the Los 
Angelos Police Department, 
was quoted as saying the 
juvenile arre‘^ted for the 
shofriing at Manual Art.s 
High School had a record of 
12 arrests and had been re¬ 
leased to the community by' 
the Co-urts. He bla.sted the 
juvenile justice sy.stem anti 
courts for failing to detain 
the youngster. 

“Captain Downing’s state¬ 
ments were a gro.ss misrep 
resentation of facts,” said 
Judge Hogoboom. “Actually 
the juvenile in question liad 
been convicted of a prior of- 
fen.so -and committed by the 
Juvenile Court to the Cali¬ 
fornia Yoaith Authority. Ho 
was subsequently paroled 
by CY.A. Ho wa.s later ar¬ 
rested for a sub.seq.iient of¬ 
fense, tried by the Juvenile 
Court, and found guilty and 
ordered' detained in Juvenile 
Hall. The crime for which 
he was arrested took place 
while lie was an c.scajx>s, 
and boy'ond the juri-sdiction 
of the Juvenile Court. 

“’The public misrepresent- 
atioin of the facts in this 
case by tlie Police Depart¬ 
ment serves to destroy pub¬ 
lic confidence in the juve¬ 
nile justice system. Such 
.statements are unfortunate, 


and it would benefit the 
commiUnity and Hie Juvenile 
j'U.stict? sy'.stem if the Police 
Department refrained from 
such inflammatory state¬ 
ments. 

“Everyone in the justice 


system has a .solemn re¬ 
sponsibility to provide the 
public with, accurate Infor¬ 
mation. Such irresponsible 
action as is evidenced by 
the.se pretrial statements is 
inexcusable.”

Public IHility Commission 
Mokes Utility Increases 

Telephone Refund 

The California P,ub 1 i c 
Utilities Commi.ssion h a s 
ordered General elephone to 
refund $l,f)00,256 on a uni¬ 
form basis to its approxi¬ 
mately 1,742,000 active ac¬ 
counts. 

The refund will amount to 
about .57 cents for each Gen¬ 
eral Telephone customer. 

The $1,CJX),2.5C represents 
that portion of the $12,000,- 
000 refund ordered by the 
PUC last March, which the 
utility was ainable to pass 
along to its customers, pri¬ 
marily becau.se many had 
moved and left no forward¬ 
ing address or had failed to 
cash refund checks. 

General Telephone had 
asked the PUC for aut.hoity 
‘to apply the $1,000,2.56 to¬ 
ward the expense of admin 
istering the refund program 
and toward its uncollectible 
accounts. 

The PUC said, however, 
that the refund proceeding 
was not the proper vehicle 
to deal with General Tele¬ 
phone’s problems in collec¬ 
tions. 

Gas Company Increase 

The California P u b 1 i c Tiiat’ 
Utilitie.-. Commission has 
granted Southern California 
Gas Company authority to 
increase rates $19,339,000 a 
year to offset certain in¬ 
creased expen.ses. 

The 2.7 per cent increase 
will add about 33 cents a 
month to bills of typical 
residential customer. 

Most of the increase — 
.$11,105,000 — is to offset a 
wage increase. 

The rest is to offset higher 
expenses relating to ad' 
valorem taxes, Aliso storage 
reservoir costs, and amorti¬ 
zation of engineering stud¬ 
ies related to synthetic gas 
production. 

The increa.se becomes ef¬ 
fective January 1. 


5’/4 Million Household Fires 
Catalogued In Just 1 Year 


There were an estimated 5,575,000 household and 
personal property fires in the United States in the year 
ending April 1974. This figure is part of a fire survey 
.sponsored jointly by the U.S. 

Consumer Product Safe t y 
Commission and tl’.e Com¬ 
merce Department’s N a - 
tional Bureau of Standards. 

The pairpose of the sur¬ 
vey was to dev(’lop for the 
first time a statistically ac¬ 
curate e.stimate of the ex¬ 
tent of the fire problem in 
American household.s. Of 
the 5,575,000 personal prop¬ 
erty fires, 4,547,000 were 
started in the home and the 
remainder occurred in vaca¬ 
tion homes, automobile.s, 
boats and other buildings 
on private property. 

The survey also revealed 
that 326,000 people were in¬ 
jured in fires during the

year and of that number 
141,000 were in.jured in resi¬ 
dential fires. Property loss 
was estimated to be $1.5 
billion involving 2.4 million 
fires. In 2.9 million inci¬ 
dents there wei'e no losses 
reported. 

The leadng ignition source 
was found to 'be appliances 
in 3.474,000 ca.ses, including 
gas stoves (360,000), electric 
stoves (855,0{j0), and televi¬ 
sion sets (196,000). Food

The next most 
common ignition source was 
electrical wiring in 435,000 
cases, of which 167,000 oc¬ 
curred in the home.

Have you tuned into the 
many crime programs wc 
liave on the television? Do 
you like to watch the good 
guys catoh the bad guys? 
Lsn’t it a thrill to watch, 
Efram Z. nail them on the 
F.B.I., cr Cannon clobbering 
the villians as they destroy 
life and property? 

Television prov ides us 
will! a wealth of a.stutely 
onlertaining public and pri¬ 
vate eyes, denizens of detec¬ 
tion, bastions of bravci-y, 
bulwarks of good between 
lus and the evil ones. They 
always catch them or kill 
them .... no one over gets 
away. 

We, the viewers, are 
thrilled to see the portrayal 
of the saying, “Crime does 
not pay”! 

Unfortunately, this projec¬ 
tion of dofeate'd evid dfX'S 
not match today's real 
world. As we watcli tele¬ 
vision in the front room, we 
are never quite .sure that 
someone isn't breaking into 
th garage and .‘•tealing our 
car or ripping off our hub¬ 
caps. Many a muggcid citi¬ 
zen has watched the suc- 
ce.ssful e.scapades of T.V. de¬ 
tectives front traction in the 
haspital. 

Last year in California 
there were over 74,000 major 
crimes committed. That 
works out to better than one 
crime again.st every five 
families in the State of Cali¬ 
fornia. If the rate remains 
the same, your chances are 
100 per eent that within the 
next five years a major 
crime will be committed 
against you or a member of 


your Immediate family. 

Catching the criminal Is 
only one of th^’ce parts to 
the criminal justice system. 
The first is a,pprohension, 
the second is the trial pro¬ 
ceedings and the third is in¬ 
carceration. 

The public is semi-aware 
of the first two parts, hut 
the third, the institution 
wliiah has the responsibility 
for incarceration and the 
length of sentence, is the 
unknown quantity to the 
general public. There are no 
series on T.V. about prisons, 
probation, parole or correc- 
tiorus. The third phase of our 
criminal ju.stico sy.stem has 
been kept a mystery to the 
average citizen. 

Those who run the prison 
sy.stems, or correctional fa¬ 
cilities as we rc-fer to them 
today, are the weak link, the 
breakdown in tlie defense of 
the .p,ui)lic from the criminal 
element. 

These people are not law 
enforcement oriented, they 
are interested in the well 
■being of the inmate witliin 
t.heir charge. 

Tlieir training is primarily 
in the field of srreial wel¬ 
fare. A masters degree in so¬ 
cial welfare is becoming 
more prevalent within the 
upper echelon of the Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections than 
background in the law en- 
foroement field. 

The a.s.sumption is that 
those who run our prisons 
are law enforcement orient¬ 
ed, and that their prime 
loyalties are to the general 
citizenry, but this is not al¬ 
ways the case. Although 
lip service is given to so¬ 
ciety’s protection, the in¬ 
mates’ welfare is the basic 
concern of the contempor¬ 
ary prison management. The 
policies regarding the seve¬ 
rity ot punishment and 
length of incarceration hav'’ 
been dictated by the social 
mind that permeates the 
whole of the correctional 
facilities. 

Policy and legislation are 
spawned in the think tank.-; 
of the educational institu¬ 
tions of social welfare and 
the Department of Correc 
tions. 

'Phe onlicios promulgated 
are inevitably in one direc¬ 
tion . . . how do we get the 
felon rehabilitated and back 
into the cqmn^'unity as soon 
as possible. The facts sup¬ 
port this contention. In 1973 
out of every 1,000 felong ar¬ 
rests 175 were convicted, 125 
were put on probation and 
only 22 e\x;r went to prison. 
Of those who went to pri¬ 
son, the cid'lan time served 
was 31 months. 

The prevailing attitude of 
correctional manage m e n t 
and probation is 180 degrees 
from that of the arresting 
officers. 'The officer’s motive 
is to catcli and to keep the 
criminal in prison, and the 
probation and correctional 
management want to get 
him out of prison as quick¬ 
ly as possible. 

Recently in Los Angele.s 
the police made a major 
raid on juvenile pushers of 
narcotics on our high school 
cam,pusos. It was only a 
matter of hours before the 
pushers were back on the 
street, bragging ihow thej- 
beat tlie system. Why? The 
Probation Depiirtment of Los 
Angeles released them when 
it was within their power to 
have kept them. Public pro¬ 


tection will never return as 
long as the social welfare 
mentality is the dominant 
voice in the incarceration 
and puni.shment of the crim¬ 
inal element. Until the De¬ 
partments of Probation and 
Corrections are once again 
run iiy law enforcement per¬ 
sonnel, the crime rate will 
continue to rise.

Gasoline di.stributions in 
October 1974 wore down 2.6 
oer cent from October 1973, 
from 886.1 million gallons in 
1973 to 863.0 million gallon.s 
in October 1971.

Q. — One of your readers 
wrote awihile back about 
how conoemed he wa.s that 
all of the financial writers 
seemed to judge stocks just 
by whether their prices were 
up or down and said that 
he was really buying stocks 
to accumulate income and 
an owership in a group of 
well-run companie.s. I have 
the same outlook that he 
.does, and I thought your 
readers might be interested 
in what has happened to 
my Invp.stment Club’s stocks 
in the last 12 years. 

We had a big ri.se in the 
price of our stcxtks from the 
low’’ in 1962 and by 1969 had 
a total value of over $500,-

of what I paid for it. Do you 
see anything wrong with 
that company at this time? 

A. — lU International is 
one of many .stock;: that 
seems to have a sound busi- 
ncs and to be making steady 
iprogre.ss, yet its selling 
price has dropped down to 
what seems to be a bargain 
level. I recently sat in on a 
meeting the company held 
for a group of financial 
analysts, and the company 
answered .reverel questions 
raised by the analysts. 

One question was, “Isn’t 
your debt very high in re¬ 
lation to your total capi¬ 
tal?’’ The answer given to 
this wa.s that two of the 
company’s divisions, gas 
and electric utilities and 
ship leasing, are industries 
which bv their nature cus¬ 
tomarily operate with con¬ 
siderable debt and com¬ 
pared with similar com¬ 
panies their debt is conser¬ 
vative. While the ship lea¬ 
sing business is also a very 
cyclical business, lU gen¬ 
erally leases Its shiips for 
long periods and because of 
this has not suffered much 
when the shipping business 
is slow. 

’The question was also 
raised as to why the com¬ 
pany’s ca.sh on hand was 
so small in relation to its 
total volume of busine.ss. 
Here, the explanation was 
that miuch of the company’s 
bu.sines.s was of the type 
which was paid for upon 
delivery of services, and 
consequently accounts re¬ 
ceivable (and the need for 
cash to carry them) is small 
In relation to the total 
business. 

’The company said ana- 
lysits’ estimates of earnings 
of $2.70 to $2.80 a share for 
the full year of 1974 seemed 
likely. The dividend has 
just been increased to $.85 a 
year. The company also has 
expressed the belief that its 
1975 busine.ss will be more 
profitable than 1974’s. In 
light of all that informa¬ 
tion, it would not seem that 
you should be concerned 
about that investment.

Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its

2. LSD; 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness, 

3. “Ups and Downs’^: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal ("crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics:
